than any of the rest of the I. V. A. 
ticket with the possible exception of 
Thomas Hall, secretary of state for 
the last ten years. 
The question is 
w hether the head of the ticket dan 
beat Baker, the head of the no n p arti­ 
san league ticket. 
In Bism arck and 
Slope 
counties 
there is an opinion expressed pretty 
authoritatively that Nestos will not 
lead the state ticket, nor even aid P or­ 
ter J. McCumber. 
This opinion has 
some significance since 
Nestos 
has 
presided at the capitol since last No­ 
vember and heat 
former 
Governor 
Lynn J. F razier in the recall last fall. 
Frazier is believed to be stronger 
than McCumber in the west. 
MCum- 
ber and Nestos will have to carry the 
eastern p art of the state—the large 
centers of population—in order to get 
a substantial majority, it is believed. 
Should factionalism in the “fusion- 
ist” forces of the republicans, inde­ 
pendents and dem ocrats result in the 
defeat of Senator McCumber, the non­ 
partisan league undoubtedly will have 
both North Dakota senators in W ash­ 
ington. 
Fewr believe that Frazier could be 
beaten by the dem ocrats if nominated. 
Senator Ladd, nonpartisan, 
is 
in 
Washington serving out his term. 
He 
is not affected by the election tins 
year. 
Many I. V. A.’s resent bitterly the 
fact that McCumber did not come here 
to help in Cie recall fight, last Novem­ 
ber and remained in Washington keep­ 
ing his hands off. 
That is why Mc­ 
Cumber 
was 
not 
endorsed 
at

Jamestown convention, and

may 
cause his defeat. 
His

pointing out that McCumber has been 
so busy he couldn’t even come home 
for his own campaign, let alone the 
recall.

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A TTI TI BE OF LABOR .MISREPRESENTED 


A t t h e recent meeting of the American Federation of La I tor, 
in Cincinnati, led by Mr. Campers and his associates, speaker 
after speaker denounced the courts, condemned the President, 
called for the veto of Supreme Court derisions by Congress, as 
sailed th^ Chief Justice of the United States, and indulged in other 
radical declarations that would have been more becoming in a con­ 
clave of Russian Reds than in a meeting of the representatives 
of intelligent wage earners. 
We doubt very much if mort* than five per cent of the work­ 
ers in this country subscribe to the preposterous theories advo 
c&fed at Cincinnati, yet the meeting was m manipulated as to 
make it appear that every radical resolution was offered and 
adopted with the enthusiastic approval of American wage earners. 
The security of our government depends on the producing classes 
of its citizens. 
Nothing is more certain than that they want no 
change in the form of government outlined in the Constitution. 
They recognize that our courts protect their rights better than they 
are safeguarded in any other country. 
They are the first to ap­ 
peal to the courts when their rights are invaded, and they would 
be the last to see the power of the courts (weakened by any such 
revolutionary schemes as those proposed at Cincinnati. 
Yet Mr. 
Campers and his lieutenants derive their whole influence through 
their spurious claim that they speak the minds of millions of 
honest toilers. 
Are there not leaders in the ranks of labor, appreciative of 
the protection and opportunity that our government throws around 
them, who will rise up and repudiate the Compers dictatorship? 
“Oligarchy” is a favorite epithet with that gentleman when re­ 
ferring to the government at Washington, but it never had a 
truer application than when applied to his own control over the 
labor movement in the United States. 
The tro u ble is that comparatively few members of labor or­ 
ganization^ will ever know what really transpired at Cincinnati. 
They will pot take the trouble to study the unprejudiced accounts 
of the meetings, and their minds will be tilled with articles ap­ 
pearing in certain labor journals, which are merely the mouth­ 
pieces of Mr. (lumpers and his faction.

SCIENTIFIC TARI FF PROPOSED 


U n d er an amendment to the pending tariff bill proposed by 
Senator Frelinghuysen, of New Jersey, machinery would be set 
up for the construction of what was doser ii rh! as a scientific tariff 
based on the difference between conversion costs in this countrv 
and abroad. 
Senator Frelinghuysen is a Republican, and as a 
member of the Finance committee helped draft the present meas­ 
ure. 
The tariff commission would be enlarged to ten members 
under this amendment, and would be required to recommend to 
Congress not later than Dee. I, 1923, and each six months there­ 
after, rates of duty necessary to equalize the differences in con­ 
version costs as disclosed by investigations Which it would make. 
The members of the commission would be appointed by the 
President, would hold office for life, and would receive salaries of 
$12,000 each, the same as Cabinet officers. Not more than five of 
them would be of the same political party, and none of them could 
engage actively in any private business, trade or profession. 


UPW ARD TREND OF PKK ES 


T h e Commerce Department, in a survey of the general busi­ 
ness situation throughout the country, notes a distinct upward 
trend of prices, more marked in May than in any recent month. 
In most instances, the Department declared, the rise has not been 
great but indicates a much firmer demand than heretofore. 
Reports received up to June 20, the Department stated, indi­ 
cate that the business revival is getting on more substantial 
grounds. Many favorable features were noted in the general situ­ 
ation, the only unfavorable feature being the continuation of the 
coal strike, which has so far seemed to cause little uneasiness. 


The recent rains throughout the state have assured the Min­ 
nesota farmers of the greatest crops in years, in the opinion of 
crop experts. Barring any damage from rust, hot winds or blight, 
the crop-raising section of the state should have an enormous 
yield, but the crucial period approaching may effect some. 
The 
farmers throughout the state appear to be very optimistic, it is 
stated.

Copper Welds Iron. 
It has been recently discovered that 
Iron may be very firmly and conveni­ 
ently welded by making use of copper. 
If u piece of copper on an Iron plate 
be heated In an atmosphere of hydro­ 
gen, the copper will spread over the 
iron In a thin penetrating film. 
Thus,, 
lf the copper be molted between two 
pieces of iron, It welds them together, 
th e copper film actually working itself 
In between the crystals of the iron. 
Blades for steam turbines are among 
the articles which have been fabri­ 
cated by this simple and novel means.

An ordinance granting to the Rrafn- 
ord Ona and Electric Company, a Min­ 
nesota Corporation, its successors and 
assigns, the right to construct, oper­ 
ate and maintain a gas plant and dis- 
tributton system for the manufacture, 
distribution and sale of gas 
for 
all 
purposes in Hie City of Brainerd, Min­ 
nesota and fixing the rates to lie charg­ 
ed. 
The council of tile City of Brainerd 
do ordain: 
Section I. 
That the word "City”, 
hereinafter employed in tiiis ordinance, 
shall designate and he held to mean 
file Incorporated City 
of 
Brainerd. 
Minnesota, and the word "G rantee” 
shall designate and be held to mean 
the Brainerd Gas and E l e c t r i c Com­ 
pany, a corporation, its successors and 
a signs. 
Section 2. 
Subject to the conditions. 
terms, limitations 
and 
reservations 
herr inn ft cr contained, the right, fran­ 
chise and authority is hereby granted 
onto the Brainerd Gas and Electric 
Company, a corporation organized and 
castin g under the laws of Hie State 
of Minnesota, its successors and as­ 
signs. to 
rehabilitate, 
operate 
and 
maintain its gas plant and gas distri­ 
bution system in*tile City of Brainerd, 
Minnesota, for the sale of 
gas 
for 
cooking, beating, lighting, power and 
other purposes; to 
enter 
upon 
all 
streets, avenues, boulevards, bridges, 
viaducts, alleys and public places of 
the said city: to take up pavements 
and sidewalks, and to make such ex­ 
cavations as may be necessary to lay, 
keep, maintain and repair pipes, mains 
and conduits therein for distributing, 
supplying and selling gas for power, 
light, fuel, heat and any other purpos­ 
es to tho City of Brainerd, Minnesota, 
and to the inhabitants thereof for and 
during the full term of this franchise. 
Section 3. 
All mains, pipes, con­ 
duits or appliances shall be laid, and 
all changes in or extensions of such 
mains, p ip es, conduits or appliances 
shall he made with Hie approval and 
under the supervision of the city en­ 
gineer of said city.

Grantee shall, at is own cost and ex­ 
pense, make such changes in mains,

If the said Grantee fails to change 
the position of any main, service or 
cr distribution appliance, within a rea­

All meters and appur­ 
tenances installed upon the premises 
of consumers by said Grantee shall lie 
furnished at the cost and expense of 
tin’ Grantee and it shall he understood 
that upon the discontinuance of ser­ 
vice for any cause, said Grantee shall 
have the right to remove such meters 
and appurtenances.

Whenever any meter 
is found, upon test, to register quan­ 
tities either two per centum (2%) in 
excess of or two per centum (2%) be­ 
low the actual amount of gas passing 
through such meters, such meter shall 
be adjusted and. if necessary, repaired 
or replaced.

cessors or assigns; provided that a 
subsequent grant to others for similar 
uses shall not interfere with the pro­ 
per exercise of the rights, franchises 
and privileges herein granted..

That Ordinance No. 259 
of the ordinances of said city, passed 
February 2. 1914 as amended by Or­ 
dinance No. 295 of the ordinances of 
said city, passed June 3, 1918 and ap­ 
proved June 6, 1918, be and the same 
is hereby expressly repealed, and that 
the Grantee named herein by accep­ 
tance hereof, as hereinafter provided, 
expressly relinquishes all rights, priv­ 
ileges and franchises existing there­ 
under.

Provided that nothing herein con­ 
tained shall be construed to terminate 
kuch rights and authority because of 
interruption to service due to neces­ 
sary repairs to said gas works and 
distribution system or other causes 
beyond the control of said Grantees 
Section 21. 
This ordinance shall 
take effect and be in force from and 
after one (I) week after its publica­ 
tion.
